TheRft Instances
Included such statements that Frank
whs tht la-s- person to see Mary I'll a run
alive, Frank's alleged nervousness ami
the failure of Frank's wife to visit him
after his Hrrest. None of theso charge
was true, said Howard.

After Howard concluded
Urown spoke against commutation. He
cited coses when he was Governor
wherein executive clemency waa asked
and refused on account of not having
recommendations from Jury. Judge or
Pollcltor.

Heferrlng to Judge Itonn'a letter
Urown said

"I don't find anywhere In a copy of
that letter where Judge Hoan says he
thought the Jury made a mistake. That
letter wus written when the shadows of
death were over Judge Horn, and any
man In that condition allows his heart
to rule oer his brain.

"I am here to defend the re.urts and
their ileclrlons. I do not see why Leo
Frank should have any different proces
to which any other cltlien of Georgia
would be allowed, or ha a been allowed.
In the past when convicted of murder."

Hrown bitterly denied the chanre that
the mob dominated nt the trial of Frank.

"I was Governor then," he snld, "and
I know tho charge !. false, and the
courts have so held. If you would
strike a death blow to our courts and

trial by Jury, give this man a new
trial. This case In the manner In which
It has been handler! oy the press has
put 'trial by Jury' on trial. One law
for all, or nn law at all should prevail.

"The people are looking to the Gov-
ernor's dttlce to see If Georgia will re-
verse herself. They want to know If
we have ,1 law that will hang n poor
man who cannot employ lawyers and
not another who can employ counsel
nnd subsidize the press. They hnve In
this case muir.ted the prrss and they
ask you to overrule the decision of the
State Supreme Court nnd the Fnlted
States Supreme Court.
